Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of the 
invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 15-17 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), 
or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in 
independent form. These claims do not add any further apparatus limitations to the parent claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 (1966), 

that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are 

summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness or 
nonobviousness. 

1. Claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ovshinsky et al further 
considered with Gibson ('596)/Official notice. 

With respect to claim 13, Ovshinsky et al discloses a memory element/system having appropriate 
field emitter - see col. 1 1 lines 28-50. 

The recording medium is a phase type - see the discussion starting at col. 1 line 33. 
The examiner interprets the above disclosure as meeting the claimed subject matter of claim 13. 
With respect to claim 14, the Gibson document further discusses the controller and function 
thereof. 

With respect to claims 15-17, the operation/effect so recited is meet by the effect of Gibson et al. 

With respect to claim 18, although not clearly depicted, an appropriate "interface" device must be 
present/inherently in order for the data to be either recording/reproduced from the storage medium. 

With respect to claim 19, the materials are discussed in Ovshinsky et al. 

With respect to claim 20, this limits itself to a single emitter. See the above discussion in 
Ovshinsky et al, see col. 1 1 lines 28-40. A controller must be present in order to control the emitter. 

With respect to method claims 21-23, these are met when the above combined system operates, 
as well as the discussion in Gibson et al starting at col. 5 lines 8-51
